4. Officers app]ymg for RA appointment who
are not selected will be considered for
voluntary-indefinite status if they are not
serving in that status.

6. An officer evaluation report is required for-

regular Army applications if the applicant has
completed less than five years active commis-
sioned service in the Army and has received no

7. Letters of recommendation and indorse-
.ments are appropriate, but should be brief and
factual.
